Superintending School Gommittee. 


То the Inhabitants of the Town of Gorham: 

In bringing to a close another school year, your committee present the 
following report, trusting that you may find therein a basis of satisfaction 
for the present, and an incentive to renewed erfort for the further advance- 
ment of all that pertains to our schoo] system. We do not presume to 
claim that the past year has been entirely satisfactory, but we do feel that 
honest efforts have been put forth for the good of our schools. 

The fact that the number of our school districts still remains greater 
than the number of scholars demands, as well as too great tor the funds to 
afford schools of satisfactory length and merit, is the first point to present 
itself in any consideration of our schools. As a partial remedy, the school 
in District No. 14 has been suspended by the Selectmen and School Com- 
mittee, acting in conformity with Section I, of the school laws, and the 
money due the district was divided between the adjoining districts Nos. 4 
and 6, which were required to receive the scholars of District No. 14. 

As the inhabitants of District No. 7 have lately signified their willingness 
that their school should be united with that of District No. 16, the 
school board has also suspended the school of District No. 7, and directed 
that the money belonging to its scholars shall be expended for their benefit 
in District No. 16. It is believed that this will be a mutual advantage, as 
the additional money will relieve District No. 16, which now finds its ap- 
portionment hardly sufficien: for its necessities and the scholars of District 
Ne 7. will receive the benefit of the graded school and longer schoo! year 
of District No. 16. Even if the increased distance should prevent the at- 
tendance of some scholars in inclement weather, they will doubtless be 
able to be present more days than the entire length of any school ever en- 
Joyed in their own district. 


It is evident that the village district with its graded school and 
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longer school year has to a certain extent absorbed the scholars of the ad- 
jeining districts. This isa result which would naturally follow from the 
opening of the village school to the whole town during the Free High 
Schoolterms. The town's setting off individuals from other districts to 
District No. 1, has also tended toward the same result. While the village 
school is constantly taking the scholars from a larger area, the school- 
houses of the surrounding districts remain fixed, though they are some- 
times upon the very border of their district. Some scholars walk directly 
past their own school house to attend the school of another district. 
These points seem to indicate that the whole question of the number and 
location of school houses needs the careful and unprejudiced attention of 
all our citizens. This is а work which would be attended by many obsta- 
cles and which no one would choose to undertake, save кота realization 
of its imperative necessity. 

The High and Grammar school in District No. 1, has been fortunate in 
the retention of the successful teachers of the former year. Mr. Wood- 
man has grown still more into the hearts of his scholars and is universally 
esteemed by pupils and parents. Miss Alden has added another to the 
long list of successful years of teaching which she has given to the schools 
of this town. Our school is much indebted to her pains-taking efforts. 
In January the Primary school suffered a loss in the sudden withdrawal of 
Miss Mary H. Knight. While all rejoiced with Miss Knight in her secur- 
ing a more desirable. as well as more lucrative position, we could not 
belp a feeling of regret at the loss of a tried and tested teacher, who was 
ever found faithful to every trust. The agent engaged Miss Nellie C. Par- 
ker to complete the term. А first visit to her school seems to give indica- 
tions of her success. 

At the annual school meeting, the Hon. J. А. Waterman, tendered the 
district a suitable flag, which was enthusiastically received. After some 
delay in the preparation of the staff, the flag was unfurled on a beautiful 
afternoon and several of our citizens made the occasion interesting by ap- 
propriate addresses. 

On Мау-дау, the scholars gave a very enjoyable and successful enter- 
tainment in Ridlon's Hall. A considerable sum of money was secured and 
subsequently expended for music books, thereby relieving the town of ex- 
pense to that amount. 

The graduation of the class of 'go took place on Friday, June 27th, in 
the Congregational Church. The exercises were universally admitted to 
be highly creditable to both scholars and teachers and an honor to the 
town. ‘The following are the names of those who composed the class: —

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The most pressing need of this school seems to be, as has been said in 
a former report, the entire separation of the High and Grammer schools 
and the extension, by another year, of the course of study of the latter 
school. Weare confirmed in our opinion of the expediency of this 
change by the last report of the town of Deering which says: ‘‘This 
new (High School) class has made unusual progress in the studies 
of the first two terms, thus showing the advantage ot the extended course 
in the Grammar grade.” This is just what might be anticipated and what 
is needed, for now our scholars come to the High School without possess- 
ing the necessary preparation to enable them to pursue successfully the 
studies there. If the scholarsof our Primary school could be united 
with those of the same grade now attending the Model schools, the num- 
ber would not be too great fortwo teachers to successfully instruct and 
the money now devoted to the Primary school might be expended for a 
separate Grammar school, with an extended course of instruction. An 
act was passed by the last legislature, to make possible a closer union of 
the Model and Town schools and it is hoped that, in this or some other 
way, relief may be obtained for the Grammar стаде.“ 

By reference to the financial report of the district, it will be seen that 
the agent has made a change іп the manner of keeping the school ac- 
counts. By turning over to the Town Treasurer all the money received 
for tuition and having all the expenses paid by town orders, the town 
account is made to show all the expense of the school. This is a change 
in the right direction and enables any one to ascertain the financial con- 
dition of the district, without the trouble and inconvenience ot referring 10 
two accounts. 

Early in the vear the school in District No. 16 was divided and graded 
and th: two schools placed in separate rooms. This devolved much work 
upon the member of the committee having it in charge, but it has been 
found a change highly beneficial to the scholars. In carrying out this 
work, the first books purchased for the town were Geographies placed in 
the district considerably earlier than the date fixed for the law to take 


“Ап Act to give additional powers to School District No. One of the Town 
of Gorham. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Legislature 
assembled, as follows: | 

SEC. 1. The legal voters in district number one in the town of Gor- 
ham, in the county of Cumberland, may by a majority vote at any legally 
called meeting, transfer a portion of the scholars in said district to the 
model schools connected with the normal schoo! located in said district, 
sald scholars so transferred to be under the regulations of said model 
Schools, as to books, course of study, and all school relations. 

SEC. 2. Said district may appropriate a portion of its school money 
for the cost of educating the scholars so transferred. | 

SEC. 3. Such model school shall make due report to the superintending 
school committee of Gorham aforesaid, of all facts demanded in the blanks 
assigned by the aforesaid committee to other schools in the town. 

SEC. 4. This act shall take affect when approved. 
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effect. Itis believed that the combined effort of teachers, scholars, 
agent, and committee has resulted in a marked improvement in this 
school. 

One of the pleasantest events of the year was the unfurling of the flag 
presented to this district by Ex-Gov. Robie, his second generous contri- 
bution since the erection of the new school house. The exercises were 
highly interesting and the occasion was marked by a most delightful feel- 
ing of harmony between the different parts of the town. The banquet 
which followed was one loug to be remembered, and reflected great credit 
upon the iadies of the district. 

Thus two of our districts have been furnished with flags by the generos- 
ity of our citizens, and it is believed they will be found constant reminders 
of the duties and privileges of citizenship and earnest incentives to a 
proper preparation for the same. May this prove true. 

The introduction of the free text book system has entailed much labor 
upon the committee. That the books purchased for the town might be 
salisfactory not only for the present but for the five years for which they 
are adopted, it has been necessary to carefully examine every grade of 
books used in our schools. We were visited by the agents of the different 
publishing houses almost constantly up to the first of August After long 
consideration and the examination of a large number of different series, we 
made a selection which we trust may meet the approval of the town. In 
replacing the long worn-out Lippincott Readers, we introduced thé New 
Franklin, Harpers’ and New Lippincott Readers. Ву having this variety, 
when one series becomes stale and wearisome in a school, a new interest 
can be excited by exchanging the books of schools using different series. 
'The Greenleaf Arithmetics were retained in the schools and Butler's Geog- 
raphies were purchased. No technical grammars were procured but Met- 
calf & Bright's "Language Exercises" was selected as a most helpful book 
for securing а practical knowledge of the use of English. The lower 
grades of the Little Falls school have also been supplied with the Knox- 
Heath “Elementary Lessons in English." The number of these books 
is: Readers. 582; Arithmetics. 100; Geographies, 265; Language. 136. 
‘There have also been purchased for the schools, 5 Plane Geometry and 32 
Academic Algebra, 22 Meservey's Book-keeping, 20 Shalers Geology, 20 
Gage's "Introduction to Physical Science,” 28 Mowry's *'Studies in Civi] 
Government," 14 Packard's Zoology, 42 Hutchinson's Physiology, 20 
Swinton's ‘Outlines of General History." бо Colburn's Mental Arithmetic, 
and бо Harrington's Spelling-book. In making these selections, the in- 
tention has been to secure those books best adapted to our needs and 
it is believed that the results have been satisfactory. No classical books 
of any kind have been purchased. The money expended has been some- 
what in excess of the appropriation but more has been accomplished than 
at first seemed possible with that amount. Of course no one supposed 
that the appropriation of last year would fully supply the schools with 
books, and there is need of an equal amount for the coming year. The 
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schools need to be supplied with grammars, elementary physiologies, 
histories, and spelling books. The number of books of almost every kind 
will also need to be increased. This is especially true with arithmetics. 
A large proportion of the scholars now use their own and there will be 
a steady demand for the younger scholars till all be supplied. Itis be- 
lieved that scholars have been disposed to use carefully the books intrust- 
ed to them. Of course, however, there will be much wear upon books 
especially in the lower grades. The agents in some districts have been 
somewhat slow in providing suitable closets for the storage and protection 
ofbooks. Itis hoped that this will be soon remedied. 

The truant officer, Mr. Howard Swett, has found considerable work to 
do the past year, and we are very glad to note that his faithful perform- 
ance of duty has secured the regular attendance of some who have been 
noted for truancy. 

In conclusion we commend our schools to your fostering care, believing 
that they are the only bulwarks of our free institutions, and recommend 
for the coming year the same appropriations as last year, three thousand 
five hundred dollars for common schools, one thousand dollars for free 
high schools, and, as before stated, five hundred dollars for text books.
